In numbers they are very small in pro¬ 
portion to the population of tho state, 
and smaller yet in the influence they 
have upon the Legislature. When they 
come in contact with men who are in the 
habit of close and logical reasoning, they, 
with a few exceptions, prove wanting.

It seems that thought and intelligence 
used in other branches of business lead 
to success.

Can brain work be employed 
on the farm and return to the owner as 
muoh of comfort, wealth, honor and gen¬ 
eral prosperity as in any other branch of 
business % This is a knotty question, 
but it is one we must meet. If there is 
anything in agriculture that necessarily 
dwarfs the mind and makes it secondary 
to mere physical exertion, then common 
honesty requires that we ceaso talking 
about the honorableness of the noble yeo¬ 
manry. But on the contrary, if agricul¬ 
ture will give scope to thought and re¬ 
search ; if it will cause a man to think 
while ho works and study while he has 
leisure ; if his business is such that tal¬ 
ent and taot will fr«T>of<irrn bis anil ti 
geld ami his house into u beau Jful ki 
happy home; if the same amount of bod¬ 
ily and mental labor on the farm will 
produce as much wealth and happiness 
as in the shops, counting-rooms and mines 
then wo may conscientiously recommend 
agriculture as one of the desirable employ¬ 
ments.

Letter from Albany. 


Albany, June 16, 1874. 

Work has been resumed on the new 
Capitol, and the disquietude of the pub¬ 
lic on that score is ended. The prompt 
action of tho new Commissioners promises 
well. About 160 men have been so far 
employed, and new applicants are hourly 
beseeching the officials for employment. 
IVfost of these have been waiting far this 
opportunity; which is a poor plan, while 
this fact also pretty surely indicates that 
such are not tirst-claBS workmen. 

It is astonishing, when we consider 
the means that have been expended upon 
it, that the building lias progressed fi|0 
little, being, according to our best means 
of calculating, only about half done. Wo 
saAV a miniature model of its finished 
condition, to-day, and a few words rela¬ 
tive to its general plan may not be un-, 
interesting to your readers. 

The extreme length ol the building is 
347 feet by a width of 290 feet. There 
will be a square tower at each corner, 
and eight round towers aside from the 
eefitml tower. The central tower will 
bo 365 feet high. There will be an open 
court in the center, a trifle over 126 by 
137 feet. The whole structure is said 
to cover three acres of land. The gran¬ 
ite used is from Jonesborough, Md.; 
Harry cone Island, Me.; Gloucester, Mass.; 
Keene, N. H.; Richmond, Va.; Wester¬ 
ly, R. I.; with marble from Essex, War¬ 
ren and Ulster counties, N. Y., and 
Rutland. Vt, The prospect now for its 
speedy completion is good, and whan 
done ‘it will be an edifice that we as citi¬ 
zens of the Commonwealth of New York 
may well be proud of. 

The Governor is iu town yet. At 
first sight of him we were surprised to 
see so aged a person ; is walk his slow, 
and wo should rather look upon him as 
an invalid than the man capacitated to 
be the leader of the state’s affairs. Yet 
there is some talk in politioal circles 
hero of nominating him for a second 
term.

A SYRACUSE CHURCH FLOOR OIVES WAY 
DURING A FESTIVAL. 

Syracuse, June 23.—An appalling 
catastrophe occurred here to-night. A 
strawberry festival was being held at 
the parlors of the Central Baptist church, 
when, without any premonition, thcfloor 
gave way about half-p tst nine, precipi¬ 
tating the room full of people into the 
story below. The parlor was on the se¬ 
cond floor, and the room underneath was 
also full.

• Tuscaloosa, Ala.,May 21,1874. 

We left Nashville at 6:30 p. m., May 
18, via Nashville & Decatur Railroad, 
and arrived at Decatur, Ala., about 6 
o’clock tbe following morning. The cit¬ 
izens had prepared a breakfast for us at 
the Polk House, to which the excursion- 
sists did ample justice. An eloquent 
address of welcome was made by Prof. 
M. L. Friarson, principal of the Decatur 
University, which was responded to by 
Mr. Pratt, of Cai-thage. 

Decatur is on the banks of the Ten¬ 
nessee river, and contains about 2,000 in¬ 
habitants. Evidences of the late war 
are observable in every direction. The 
earthworks thrown up by Sherman’s 
troops remain undisturbed. It is said 
that at the close of the war there were 
but-three houses standing in the whole 
city. But Decatur, by the enei'gy and 
industry of her citizens, is rapidly grow¬ 
ing, and, ere the lapse of many years, 
will become, wo doubt not, a place of 
considerable importance. While at the 
hotel we talked with a man who, before 
the war war, was worth $100,000. He 
entered the Confederate army, was taken 
prisoner, and at the close of the rebel¬ 
lion found himself at Nashville with just 
thirteen cents. But he says he is thor¬ 
oughly “reconstructed,” and will never 
desert the Stars and Stripes again. 

Some time before reaching Birming¬ 
ham, each of our party was furnished 
with a handsome badge, on which were 
the state seal of Alabama, and the 
words : “The Press.” “City of Birming¬ 
ham.” “Welcome.” 

At Cullman we received a hearty 
welcome, and what was called “A Pi¬ 
oneer Lunch,” consisting of ham sand¬ 
wiches, pie and cheese, Rhine wine and 
lager. Cullman is a new German 
colony. A year ago the place had but 
one inhabitant; now it has 730. About 
a year ago a Land Company (at the head 
of which is Mr. Cullman) purchased a 
grant of 350,000 acres of land of the 
South & North Alabama Railroad Com¬ 
pany, whose road runs through the 
tract. Of this grant 45,000 acres are 
already taken, and by the terms of sale 
the purchasers are required to settle 
upon their land within six months of the 
time of purchase. These lands, which are 
free from swamps, are sold at $4 per 
acre. At the depot were samples of green 
1 peas, carrots, onions, beets, potatoes, 
&c., raised on land which had been 
cleared of its timber tke22dof kstMarch. 
These specimens, most of which were 
nearly full grown, speak well for the pro¬ 
ductiveness of the soil ; and, with land 
so cheap, with a climate so beautiful, and 
with a people so hospitable, and so 
anxious to have Northerners settle 
among them, instead of saying, “Young 
man, go West,” we are inclined to say, 
“Young man, go South.” Not that we 
would advise any one to go either West 
or South who is doing well in New York 
state, for we believe it to be a good 
plan to let well alono. Still, if any of 
our readers contemplate a change of lo¬ 
cation, and wish to engage in agricul¬ 
tural pui-suits,we would say, Look at some 
of the lands in Virginia, Tennessee, or 
Alabama before purchasing West. 

Being provided with a special train,

men in the South. His fortune was 
nearly swept awaj by the war, but he 
set resolutely to work, and is again a 
man of large means. 

It was mainly,if not entirely, through 
Col. Powell’s efforts that Birmingham 
was founded, and be is held in the high¬ 
est esteem by the citizens. 

The lands around Birmingham are, 
in the majority of cases, owned by the 
farmers themselveB, in tracts from 100 
to 300 acres, of which from ten to fifty 
per cent is “open” and cultivated; by far 
the largest proportion being yet in vir¬ 
gin forest. The system of cultivation 
is primitive (almost to barbarian) in its 
character. The average depth of tillage 
will not exceed three inches, the subsoil 
plow is almost unknown, nor is any im¬ 
proved agriculture used except in rare 
and isolated cases. But under this culti¬ 
vation, even, so great, it is said, is the 
natural fertility of the soil, that from 20 
to 50 bushels of corn, 15 to 25 bushels 
of wheat and 25 to 60 bushels of oats are 
grown to the acre. Very large crops of 
Irish aud sweet potatoes are raised; of 
the former (there being two crops an¬ 
nually), it is said 250 bushels is an or¬ 
dinary yield.

To get 
the oro no mining is needed—simply 
quarrying. Most of the men employed 
in quarrying the ore are convicts, who 
have been hired out to tho Company by 
the state authorities. 

The Company’s Smelting Works in 
tho valley near by, are very substantially 
built. While there we saw several tons 
of pig iron poured into the moulds. The 
day was intensely hot, anti the largo 
quantity of molten iron sent tho mercury 
up with a vengeance. 


hundred yards from the depot, and within 
the space of 40 or 50 feet there are 
twelve different springs, whose waters 
are said to contain great medicinal prop¬ 
erties. Before the war those springs were 
much resorted to by invalids from differ¬ 
ent parts of the South. The proprietor 
says that pulmonary consumption is the 
only one that cannot be cured by these 
waters. The old hotel, destroyed during 
the late “unpleasantness,” has not yet 
been rebuilt. In its stead a commodious 
houso at the railroad depot furnishes ac¬ 
commodations for visitors. After testing 
the merits of the mineral waters, Col. 
Shorter, of Louisville, read au address 
of welcome, written by Miss Mary Gor¬ 
don Duffy, one of the best writers in the 
South, it was a scholarly production, 
and the kind sentiments it contained 
were heartily applauded by the excur¬ 
sionists. Miss Duffy, who was unable 
to be present on account of sickness, lives 
with her father on the mountain side, 
about half a mile from Blount Springs, 
and she iscalledthe “Mountain Poetess.” 
After the address we walked to the Mor¬ 
row House, at the depot, and partook of 
a bountiful dinner. Soon after we were 
“all aboard,” and on our journey again. 

The next time we halted was to see a 
diamond drill boring for coal, which had 
already bored 200 feet into tho ground, 
and it is the intention to go 500 feet. 
The drill is constructed so as to cut a 
small oircular hole, bringing up the core 
for examination. It is propelled by steam. 

A little farther on we came to New¬ 
castle coal mine. This mine was opened 
about a year ago. A good many of our 
party, \vith miners’ lamps in hand, went 
about 400 feet into tho bowols of the 
mountain. The descent is quite gradual, 
and it was tolerable good walking most 
of tbe way. The vein of coal is six feet 
thick. Tho mine is a damp, uncomforta¬ 
ble place, and wo wero glad to get out of 
it pretty soon. It is worked by state 
convicts, who aro so closely watched 
that their escape would be very difficult, 
and a number of trained hounds aro al¬ 
ways kept there to “track” and catoli 
them if they run away. Tho coal is of

Art Instruction of tho Deaf.

ATTENTION. 


Proficiency in this respect (drawing), 
on the part of a deaf-mute, is not to be 
regarded in the light of a mere accom¬ 
plishment, having as its object the re¬ 
finement of his taste and his advance¬ 
ment in social appreciation; nor as a 
mere resource to increase his enjoyment 
of nature, and to enable him to preserve 
mementoes of interesting scenes ; * * * 
but it is a positive element in his intel 
lectual development and in his prospect¬ 
ive value to society. 

With him the. eye performs double 
dirty. Not bnly does all true conception 
of the appearance of the outer world 
come to him through this medium, but 
also all the information he can receive 
beyond the narrow limits of his own ex¬ 
perience. Whatever, therefore, will en¬ 
able him to see more effectively must be 
of incalculable advantage to him. In¬ 
struction in the arts of design will do 
this more efficiently than any instru¬ 
mentality, as his attention is thus called 
to proportion, to details and to effects, in 
a manner the most pleasing and the most 
likely to produce a permanent impression. 

Assimilating, moreover, with his na¬ 
tural modes of thought as distinguished 
from those acquired by education, and 
allied to the language of signs which 
grows out of these modes of thought, 
these arts have for him a peculiar inter¬ 
est, and beguile him into the exercise of 
the qualities of patience snd perseverance 
which are to stand him in such stead in 
his encounter with the manifold dif¬ 
ficulties which oppose his intellectual ad¬ 
vancement. 

Ability to use the pencil in this way 
will be practically useful to him in self- 
interpretation, when, alter leaving the 
institution, he begins to associate with 
those who do not understand his signs. 
If the imperfection of his written phrases, 
or the dullness or ignorance of those 
whom he addresses, fail to make it pos¬ 
sible to convey an exact conception of 
his meaning, what could subserve his 
purpose better than a graphic sketch of 
the principal features of his communica¬ 
tion. * * * A portrait hastily drawn 
on the thumb of a bank teller, once led 
to the conviction of an artful forger. 
What effectiveness would be added to 
the testimony of a deaf-mute, when this 
should become vital to an inquiry of im¬ 
portance, if he were able to accompany it
